Following up this provision, 
administration leaders in 1953 
sponsored a constitutional amend- 
ment that would allow the state 
to establish a system of private 
schools. Under its authority, the 
state could turn public schools 
over to private operators. The 
state would not finance these 
schools directly, but would make 
tuition grants to every pupil in 
the state, who in turn wauld pay 
this money to the private schools 
for education. 

State leaders insist that the pri- 


vate school plan would be a last 


izes city and county school sys- 
tems to assign pupils to certaih 
schools. 

Under the legislative authority, 
the superintendents could assign 
white pupils and Negro pupils to 
separate schools.

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Supreme Court Reaffirms a Principle; 
Leaves Implementation to Communities 


The Supreme Court’s ruling yesterday 
ordering implementation of its May. 17, 
1954, decision outlawing segregation in 
the public schools is much more mild and 
less specific in tone than had been antici- 
pated. 

Actually, the court merely reaffirmed 
its basic statement of principles. It set 
no time limit for adjustments in the pres- 
ent system and remanded all cases to fed- 
eral district courts for decision as to 
implementation. 

In effect, the decision returns to local 
authorities the methods by which its 
earlier decree will be put into effect and 
gives federal district courts authority to 
determine whether the decree is being 
implemented. 

The ruling clearly recognizes the prob- 
Jems of iocal communities and leaves 
amplé room through its statement of 
“practical flexibility” for local adjust- 
ments..._In othet words, the South has 
been given plenty of time and the doc- 
trine of “gradualism” that has been work- 


“ing so well for half a century has been 


r nized, 

hool authorities have the primary 
Masten for elucidating, assessing 
and solving these (local) problems,” the 
text reads. “Courts will have to consider 
whether the action of school authorities 
constitutes good faith implementation of 
the goverMing constitutional principles. 
Because of their proximity to local con- 
ditions and the possible need for further 
hearings, the courts which originally heard 
these cases can best perform this judicial 
appraisal.... 

“In fashioning and effectuating the 
decrees, the courts will be guided by 
equitable principles. Traditionally, equity 
has been characterized by a practical 
flexibility in shaping its remedies and by 
a facility for adjusting and reconciling 
public and private needs. These cases call 
for the exercises of these traditional at- 
tributes of equity power.”

Our Highways Must Be 
As Modern As Our Cars 


The nation has celebrated another holi- 
day weekend. The cost; as usual, was 
high. 

Memorial Day weekend, 1955, will be 
long remembered as one of the most ex- 
pensive in human lives in the history of 
this particular. holiday. There were 
drownings and other fatal accidents. The 
highway toll was appalling. It ran into 
the hundreds. 


Death on the highway ae become a 
tragic American custom. Automobiles are 
necessities of life these days and are rot 
luxuries. They are built for speed and 
most drivers are not. Fast cars and slow 
driver reflexes account for part of these 
deaths. 

Good cars and poor drivers are only 
partly responsible for this toll, however. 
Inadequate highways are the primary 
cause. The fact is that most of our roads 
are obsolete. They were not built for the 
traffic loads they must bear.

Bombardment by Button 
Will Be the Next Phase 


Had enough scare headlines about 
‘atomic destruction lately? 

Well, there’s more to come. In fact, 
we're already on the verge of greater 
dangers than’ we've ever imagined during 
the era of conyentional and supersonic 
aircraft. Weapons of the future will be 
such that today’s supersonic aircraft will 
be as cutmoded as the bow and arrow. 

" Jt now looks certain that the next war 
—if it is postponed for as long as 10 
years—will be largely a push-button af- 
fair in which intercontinental destruction 
without armies and without air fleets will 
be the rule. Recently Gen. B. W. Chidlaw, 
chief of the Continental Air Defense Com- 
mand, gave us a hint of what is to come: 

“I know you've heard,” the: general 
said in an address on May 2, “about 
this push-button business but I believe 
we can almost see ahead the last ‘transi- 
tion state from the piloted to the un- 


- piloted firing platform aloft. Our fighter- 


interceptor planes are already much 
faster than.a pistol bullet and even now 
we have to complement our men—our 
pilots—with . mechanical or electronic 
___brains*since ‘they are incapable of react- 
ing fast enough. We are certainly in the

The court’s ruling affects cases that 
have been brought against the states of 
South Carolina, Virginia, Kansas, Dela- 
ware and the District of Columbia. Other 
Southern states were not involved in the 
immediate decision but will be affected by 
it in time. Presumably this ruling will 
apply to all states. 


But even so, there is no reason for a 
lot of excitement about the decision. It is 
not extreme and merely stresses the fact 
that “racial discrimination’”’ will be ended. 

Basically the problem is returned to 
the local communities. In the long run it 
will have to be settled county by county, 
community by community, school district 
by school district. Meanwhile, it is no time 
for hasty or ill-considered actions such as 
destroying our public school system. 

What is needed now, as in the past, is 
a calm and rational approach by white 
and Negro leaders in each community to 
reach practical solutions. The court de- 
cision appears to permit that. Certainly it 
recognizes that court decisions cannot 
change local conditions overnight. 


The court restated its position that 
discrimination in public schools is illegal 
in principle. Yet, it recognized that such 
discrimination was an indisputable fact. 
The court recognized, also, that it takes 
more than a decree to overturn centuries 
of custom, particularly when that custom 
is accepted as part of the natural order by 
the majority of those affected by it. 


In urging “practical flexibility,” the 
court gave the nation a phrase that prob- 
ably will become as famous as “separate 
but equal.” “Practical flexibility” cer- 
tainly must mean that the question of dis- 
crimination varies from one community 
to another and that there can be no rule- 
of-thumb enforcement. Within Georgia it- 
self, Atlanta and Fulton County may find 
one solution. Savannah and Chatham an- 
other and Bainbridge and Decatur County, 
a third. 

The decision is no call to arms for 
demagogues and race baiters. It must be 
a bitter blow to those who were ready to 
ride to glory on a hate platform. It will 
be received with relief by the reasonable 
majority of both races.

Beginning in 1956 Iowa no longer will 
advertise itself as “The Corn State” on 
its license tags.

s Supreme Court ruling ordering implementation 


of its May 17, 1954, decision outlawing segregation in pub- 
lic schools drew the following editorial comments from sev- 


eral southern newspapers. 


THE MIAMI HERALD: 


“The Supreme Court recog- 


nized that the process of desegregation in public schools 


will not come easily. In its wis- 
dom it has directed a course of 
gradual compliance, thereby giv- 
ing the South the opportunity to 
adjust itself .to the Court’s his- 
tory-making decision of’ May 17, 
1954.”’ 


The Miami Daily News: “In 
effect, the Supreme Court has 
answered the question of how 
segregation should be ended. It 
has not answered the question of 
how soon it must be ended.”’ 


The Augusta’ Chronicle:.. “By 
its action on the segregation 
question, the U.S. Supreme Court 
has taken full cognizance of the 
realities of life. “The extremely 
mild terms laid down for carry- 
ing out its edict for desegrega- 
tion in the public schools’ pro- 
vides assurance that there willbe 
no immediate turmoil and strife, 
no attempt to: use force to vio- 
lently uproot long established 
traditions and a way of life which 
has been followed, in the South at 
least, for generations. 

“The justices must have real- 
ized that they were dealing with 
high explosives. And so, the 
Court’s watered-down version of 
mixing the races in the schools 
amounts to a mild order to end 
segregation.” 


THE CHARLOTTE OBSERV- 
ER: “The final ruling of the U.S. 
Supreme Court on the school 
segregation issue is as moderate 
as the South could have reason- 
‘ably expected. 

‘Its effect, we suspect, will be 
varied. Some Southern communi- 
ties will accept it in logical grace 
and begin to work out an accept- 
able formula for the gradual 
abandonment of the old order. In 


others it will touch off an era of 
litigation that could delay the 
advent of integrated classes for 
at least a generation, and prob- 
ably will. 

“This is no‘time for a people 
to heed the voices of hothead 
leaders. This is a time for the 
people to search their own minds 
and consciences for reason and 


guidance. Out of such a search, 
the South’s true leaders must 
emerge.”’ 

THE MACON NEWS: “The 


only way to move toward inte- 
gration is to prepare students, 
parents and facilities for the ac- 
ceptance of white and colored 
children in the same classrooms. 
This the people of Georgia, in 
their present mood, have no in- 
tention of doing. Only widespread 
community acceptance of inte- 
gration can assure widespread 


‘ community support of integrated 


schools. Federal judges in the 
Deep South must take into ac- 
count the fact that public oppo- 
sition to mixed schools on the 
part of. the people who support 
public education obviously makes 
impossible any moves in good 
faith toward integration at this 
time.” 


THE COLUMBUS ENQUIRER: 
“Yesterday's decision did not re- 
cede from the principles it~ set 
down in its opinion a year ago 
and neither did it promulgate any 
rules or regulations designed to 
bring about a hasty compliance 
with the integration decreé.

For Projects 
In State Asked

WASHINGTON, May 31—The 
National Rivers and Harbors Con- 
gress was urged here today by 
C. B. Culpepper, general man- 
ager of the Atlanta Freight Bu- 


reau, to give top priority to three |}. 


Georgia projects in recommenda- 
tions to be submitted by its pres- 
ent annual convention. 


He asked the group to endorse: 
(1) A $2,000,000 appropriation for 
starting work on the Fort Gaines 
Dam on the Chattahoochee, (2) 
$980,000 for deepening the Apala- 
chicola River channel in Florida 
to the Jim Woodruff Dam near 
Columbus, and (3) $414,000 to 
provide turning basin facilities on 
the Savannah River at Savannah. 

Culpepper is here attending the 
National Rivers and Harbors 
Congress as the representative of 
thé Atlanta Freight Bureau, the 
city of Columbus and the State 
Ports Authority. He appeared 
before the projects committee of 
the convention and addressed the 
main body of delegates as well. 


While Congress has authorized 
the Fort Gaines Dam, no money 
for starting construction has yet 
been appropriated, he told the 
convention. 

‘“‘Two of the dams in the Chat- 
tahoochee system are now well 
along toward completion,” he 
caid. ‘‘namely, the Jim Woodruff 
Dam at the confluence of the 
Chattahoochee and Flint rivers, 
and the Buford Dam above At- 
lanta. Both will be in operation 
ii December 1956, and fully com- 
pleted by the spring of 1957. The 
Fort Gaines Dam is needed to 
bring full benefits of the entire 
program and secure full use of 
the waters of this great river 
basin as a source of hydro-elec- 
tric energy. 

“The Atlanta Freight Bureau 
and the city of Atlanta recognize 
the importance of these proj- 
ects.”” he told’ the convention, 
‘‘and would like to have National 
Rivers and Harbors Congress re- 
ayest the Congress of the United 
States to include funds for the 
development in the appropriation 
bill for the next fiscal year.”’

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Sociologist Says Immature 
Find Refuge in Marriage

NEW YORK, May 31- 


-A woman whose third finger, left hand, 


is embellished with a wedding ring may one day feel inclined to 
keep her gloves on if the findings of a recent sociological study 


are proved generally true. 

Contrary to the head-wagging 
comments of amatew psychia- 
trists — already married and 
eager to make matchés for their 
unwed friends—it is not incipient 
neurosis that keeps the single 
single. Quite the opposite. Ac- 
cording to Floyd M Martinson, 
sociologist, chances are strong 
that it is for the ‘immature or 
not-so-well-adjusted person that 
marriage has its strongest ap- 
peal.’’ 

Dr. Martinson is head of the 
Department of Sociology and So- 
cial Work at Gustavus Adolphus 
College in Minnesota, He bases 
his conclusion on a «study of the 
high school records of 604 girls 
who had taken part during school 
days in group personality tests. 
When marital status was 
checked, one to five years after 
graduation, 131 of the girls were 
married and 473 were single. 

For study purposes, the girls 


were matched for intelligence, 
age, position in the ‘amily (first- 
born or not), nationality, fa- 
ther’s occupation, school attend- 
ed and year of graduation. With 
these aspects of “social and cul- 
tural environment” thus con- 
trolled, a wide range of charac- 
teristics of the married and un- 
married were compared. 


QUALITIES CHECKED 


The qualities checked included 
self-reliance, sense of personal 
freedom, feeling of belonging, 
sense of personal worth, freedom 
from withdrawing temjencies and 
freedom from nervous syfnptoms. 
The quality of the girls’ rela- 
tionships at home, ai school and 
in the community were looked 
into, as well as their social stand- 
ards, social skills and freedom 
from anti-social tendencies,

Dr. Martinson reports his find- 
ings in the current issue of the 
American’ Sociological Review. 
In a recent interview, he dis- 
cussed the study further. Al- 
though family-life specialists -re- 
peatedly emphasize that ‘‘mar- 
riage is for the mature, non- 
neurotic person,’’ Dr, Martinson 
said he was not surprised by 
what his data showed. 

EGO DEFICIENCY 

Many scientific students of love 
have long held, he pninted out, 
that ‘‘we fall in love with those 
whom we need to complete our- 
selves, whom we neei to satisfy 
our feelings of ego deficiency.” 
Other things being equal then, 
Dr. Martinson contemplated, per- 
haps persons who marry ‘‘dem- 
onstrate greater feelings of ego 
deficiency than do persons who 
remain single.’’ His study indi- 
cates that they do. 

Dr. Martinson, incidentally, is 
married and the father of four 
children. Although he has made 
no similar study of bachelors 
and benedicts, he assumes that 
ego deficiencies ard wedding | 
bells’ go hand in hand for the 
male of the species too.

(Text of a letter from Henry Ford Il 
to 140,000 hourly employees of the Ford Motor Company 
throughout the United States) : 


Here at Ford Motor Company, we think of the new labor contract 
we proposed to the UAW-CIO last Thursday as a Ford Partnership 
in Prosperity Program. 


Because it is so important to you and your family, I want to share 
with you the beliefs which led us to this far-reaching proposal. 


We believe the outlook for the future is very bright. We are not 
pessimistic about the American economy or the automobile business. 
Quite to the contrary, we are optimistic about the chances for our 
company to continue to grow. We are optimistic about the chances 


for more and better jobs. And we are optimistic about making more 
and better products. 


These prospects for more of the good things and our ability to 
share them with you are the most important things we have been 
thinking about as we negotiate with the union. 


We sincerely believe that two aims should be uppermost. First, 
the new contract should’ make it easier for our company and our 


employees to take advantage of the opportunities that are before us. 


Second, the new contract should provide a good way for our com- - 


pany to share the fruits’of our progress with our employees as we 
move ahead. 


The employee security program which we propose has been 
designed to work toward these goals. Let me state the main principles 
of the program as simply as I can. 


One of the most important features is the Ford Savings arid Stock 
Participation Plan. It gives the company a way to help you and your 
family build security for the future on your own initiative. It will 
encourage family savings and at the same time give you an oppor- 
tunity.to become a stockholder in Ford Motor Company and share 
in its profits and growth. 


Another important part of the program is ‘called the Ford 


.Employees Income Stabilization Plan. It provides a way for the 


company to advance some of your wages to you, if you want them 
during periods of lay-off. The funds would be repaid to the com- 


pany after you return to work, without interest and under very 
liberal conditions. 


A third feature of the program would take the form of liberal 


severance pay, the exact amount depending on your wage rate 
and seniority. 


The new program would continue your “annual improvement 
factor” wage increase. It would also increase your. benefits under 


the company’s pension, insurance and health programs, and add new 
benefits for your family. 


These are the main features of the program, but there are many 


more. Together, they make up a package that can give you higher 
pay and more security. 


Naturally, our company had to calculate many risks in proposing 
such an extensive program. If the union accepts it, we will have to 
make many financial commitments immediately for many years 
ahead. That is why we favor a five-year contract. : 


Nobody can really guarantee the future. The best we can do is 
size up the chances, calculate the risks involved, estimate our ability 
a 
to deal with them, and then make our plans with confidence. 


That is exactly what the company has done in proposing this 
prosperity partnership .program for the next five years. 


I hope that you and your family will give it a great deal of thought.
